Oldest McGill P a s t 
Student No w Dead 



Dr. C. Noble Diès At Great 
Age Of 101 

News of the . death of ; Dr,'. Charles 
Noble, of Siittoh, Ont., has Just been 
received.' 

Ho was McGlll's' oldèst living past 
student, havirçg attended, the bid 
medical school in 1853-55, though he 
.finally received, his degree at the Uni- 
versity of Verjnbnt. His entire, life was 
spent in the practice of medicine in 
and around the vlllago .of Sutton, 

On the occasion of hls lOOth birth- 
day, the McGill news published his. 
protralt and a brief eulogy of his life 
and work. Dr. Noble was of that now 
rapidly disappearing type — the 
country doctor, who could treat any- 
thing from; measles to a broken back. 

He is survived by his son, also Dr. 
Charles -Nobïo, a McGill Medical 
Graduate who will cany on the' fam- 
ily practice.

After the general business of the 
Medical Undergraduate Society had 
been conducted under the chairman- -

"This," the 'speaker added, "was the 
only instance 'found in 0,000 mummies * 
that wore opened up," thus showing 
that amongst the rlch'ut any rate | 
calculi were not frequent but it is ] 
thought that they were rather coin- * 
mon In the lower classes' of society! 
where people were not rich enough to 
have their bodies mummified after 
their death. Egyptians did not practi< 
lithotomy but Hindus removed calculi, 
All Oriental peoples also did it and 
their methods are still used in some 
parts of modern Turkey.

|v$nhfiERE is at present in operation in 
Germany a type of student subsidy 
•• r.which seems very curious to those who are

estaurants. The basis of this system is 
le opinion prevalent in Germany that as 
iîjmany: people-as possible should be educated. 
| jj'»To this end, the various states spend Jarge 
tiisums in the education of poorer students 
jlwho without assistance could not possibly 
lll&ttend at the universities. 
Hi! The English system of university -train- 
jjjing reserves the rights of education to the

: "'intellectual standard and financial in- 



dependence during their attendance at the 
jjjyaribus colleges. To expand the German 
jiisystem into England would be a task 
: ;';burdened with almost insurmountable dif- 
ficulties. It is applicable, however, to the

habits, to stay with the family of his fiancee, who 
is a lovely English girl, neither broader nor nar- 
rower in her outlook than the rest of her class. 
The foreigner, with all his fallings, has won 
Shelton's friendship and admiration, but he does 
not "fit in," and of this they are all soon aware. 
While the two young people are boating together, 
Antonia speaks: 

" 'He seems to be always looking at dark things, 
or else he seems as if — as if he could— enjoy him- 
self too much. I thought— I thought at first,' she 
stammered, 'that we .could do him good.' Î" 
" *Do him good! Ha, ha!* 
"A startled rat went swlmmingfor its life against 
the stream; and Shelton saw that he had done a 
dreadful thing: he had let Antonia . with a jerk Into 
a secret not hitherto admitted even by himself— 
the secret that her eyes were not his eyes, her way 
of seeing things not his, nor ever would be." 

There is something epochal about that shout 
of laughter. It sounded for the first time the note 
of healthy self-criticism in a class which had fre- 
quently been reîerred to and hot so very rashly,, 
either) as "the salt of the earth," but had fallen. 
Into the dangerous habit of taking for granted the 
appropriateness of the description. 

Consider the date— 1904. "The Way of All 
Flesh" had only Just appeared, andMhe Victorians 
whom it -satirised so pitilessly had some of the 
qualntness of an earlier generation. But Gals- 
worthy pushed his point bétween the ribs of a 
complacency that was strictly contemporary, ' Our 
younger critics, who like to call him a sentimental- 
ist, might remember this, and give honour, whéré 
honour is due. Achievements such as Galsworthy's, 
involving a magnificent feat of self-visualization, 
are not common in any age. 

Only one thing Galsworthy lacks, needful to 
make him one of the great English satirists— the 
saera Indignatio. In his pursuit of shams and 
smug mediocrity he is not merely not remorseless, 
he is full of remorse. Even in his earliest handling 
of Soames Forsyte, then a very different creature 
from the Soames of later books, this tenderness is 
apparent, and while it bears witness to Galsworthy's 
sense of fair-play, it has undoubtedly maimed his 
sword arm. 

Among the considerations that, up to the pres- 
ent appear to have guided the Nobel prize com- 
mittee in their sélections) the desire to crown rep- 
resentative figures has clearly emerged.. Practically 
all the successful candidates have stood for some- 
thing or other. Looked at In this light, the recog- 
nition of Galsworthy seems to have been inevitable. 
He is the limner, in play and novel, of a solid 
block of human consciousness, a block as sharply 
defined in time and place as *one of the country 
houses in which he loves to fit hii scenes.

generally been granted as the culmination of a 
successful career in science or letters; Galsworthy's 
career as novelist' and playwright is not yet closed 
(as witness his newly-published "Flowering Wilder- 
ness,") ' but there is no reason to doubt that all 
his most significant work lies behind him. And 
had he no other claim to literary eminence than 
that based on thé masterly picture he has given 
us of a middlè-class England which now belongs 
to history, he would stUlibe-one. of the chtet figures 
of his time. "'".!,■ 

Galsworthy, however, is. more, much more, 
than the author of "The Forsyte Saga." When we 
earlier .andr some would say, unex- 
celled novels, his short stories, his plays, and his 
critical essays, we see how much work, practically 
all on a high level, he can point to in support of 
his claims to remembrance. No doubt it was the 
novels of the Forsyte cycle that won him the widest 
reading public. His plays, written often in a 
frankly propagandist spirit, and oearlhg upon weak 
points in the social of the- Juridical structure of 
his country, were received with general applause, 
though there were not wanting voices of dissent. 
Yet It. seems to me that the Galsworthy who will 
survive longest, and the Galsworthy who most de- 
serves the European prestige of a Nobel award, Is 
the Galsworthy of the earlier satires like "The Is- 
land Pharisees'* and "Thé Man of Property." 

Some of the more recent works, notably the 
concluding parts of the "Saga," suffer- -from a 
'slight muddlness of treatment— Galsworthy 'the 
artist has drawn the first broad lines, but they 
have been niggled over by a less skilful and probably 
tiring hand. But here the colours are cloan^and 
bright, the drawing trenchant. There is no hes- 
itancy: the writer knows what he dislikes in the 
English middle, class of which he is such a fine 
representative, and he hits it hard and repeatedly. 
All that could be done towards the change of a 
traditional- mentality by one working from within 
the ranks of its exponents has been done by him. 
One man cannot, however, block the march' of 
social evolution; it seems as though the great 
middle class were dying, not as a result, of Gals- 
worthy's satire but In spite of it. '...'.. „ 

To certain readers this, will' seém a ridiculous 
overstressing of early and experimental works, in 
which Galsworthy has not yet mastered his narra- 
tive ' methods. Certainly, "The Dark Flower," 
"The Country House," and "The Indian Summer of 
a Forsyte" are better as fiction. For aU that, the 
writer who now bulks large in European literature, 
and the man whose fame will outlive his genera- 
tion, is the satirist and hot the story-teller. 

And how good, ar satire, those first works me! 
There is a scene in "The Island Pharisees" which 
has, I feel convinced, a notable significance for 
the hlstory-of the English mentality and character. 
Shelton, the central figure, has brought a young 
Belgian, educated but hopelessly Bohemian in his

K. Chesterton's "Chaucer 1 ' which ap- 
pears In your bookshelf column of 
November 10.' 

Evidently your reviewer knows a 
great deal about Chaucer. From this 
premise he proceeds to the unwar- 
rantable conclusion that he knows a 
great deal about Chesterton— enough, 
indeed, to say nasty things about his 
philosophy and his Influence on let- 
ters. In practise, the thing works 
backwards. "L," as your reviewer 
signs himself, prefaces justifiable 
criticism with unjustifiable attack. I 
do not object to that. Where there 
is no logic there is no need for logic- 
al sequence. 

Gilbert Keith Chesterton is as 
nearly complète a man of letters as 



our century has produced. Like many 
another, writer he suffers from being 
too prolific. Occasionally he gives 
birth to an absurdity. "Chaucer" 
may be such a still-born child. I do 
not know. 

Nobody can reasonably object to 
"L's" attack on what he regards as a 
hastily-begotten and unscholarly 
work. I for one object to "L's" meth- 
od. To. dismiss the editor of G. K.'s 
Weekly, the patron of the Distribute 
League, the leader of a group of 
English intellectuals who are not try- 
ing to be bright and young and Noel- 
Cowardly— to dismiss this man as "a 
belated Romantic of a. century ago" 
is an absurdity. 

It is worse than absurd— it is exe- 
crable taste. In the Oklahoma Teach- 
ers' Journal or the NO. 1 High School 
Yearbook of Oshkosh Wis., such an 
appreciation of the Chesterbelloc and 
Its significance, such a failure to un- 
derstand or appreciate or recognize 
the revival of Catholic culture In the 
English tongue would not be out oi 
place. It smacks of that intellectual 
Jingoism which is peculiar to the Am- 
erican middle-west and the English 
middle-classes. But the bigotry it re- 
veals Is out of alignment with the 
cultural traditions of such an institu- 
tion as McGlll. 

Grant that "Chaucer" is a shoddy 
work— I haven't read It and probably 
shan't My acquaintance with Chau- 
cer is superficial. Will "L" admit the 
same of his acquaintance with Ches- 
terton.

Miners Hear About 
Cyanidation Process 



Mr. Leggc Of Hudson Bay 
Research Staff Describes 
Mill 

PLANT UNIQUE 

Treatment Of Certain Low 
Grade Ores Now 
Possible 



Mr. Legge of the Research Staff of 
the Hudson Bay Mining Co. yester- 
day gave an account of the Cyanide 
Plant at Flin Flon to the rnembers of 
the Mining and Metallurgical Society. 

The Plln Flon plant Is unique 
among Canadian mines In that It Is 
' the only, place where a cyanide regen- 
eration process Is in operation. While 
Plln Flon Is essentially a basemetal 
j '. mine' it also contains a certain amount 

of gold values — running about $2 to 
the ton of ore. Part of this gold Is re- 
covered by cyanldlng the very finely 
ground ore. •

High Sulphide 
I . Owing however to the very high 

I ' sulphide content of the ore, ordinary 

treatment of the ore would give a very 
high cyanide consumption which would 
.render. the process uneconomical. It is 
therefore necessary to recover all the 
cyanide used In the process and this 
Is used over and over again. This Is 
recovered by treating the solutions 
with sulphuric acid and. reabsorbing 
the hydrocyanic acid in lime water. 
Tills absorbed cyanide is used again 
I in .the. process so that, consumption ln- 

■ stead of being 6 or 7 lbs a ton Is only 

about l lb'. This, process has resulted 
in rendering posslblo tho economical 
'treatment of low grade flotation tail- 
ings. While this Is the first Janadian 
i Installation of the Merrill Regeneration 
iProcéss it will be by no means the

Earth Much Older 
Than People Think 

Dr. Eve Says It Is 3,000,000,- 
OOO Years 



Schenectady, Nov. 13. Likening 

the earth to a woman whose succes- 
sive attempts to conceal her age 
have only disclosed it repeatedly as 
greater than had been suspected, Dr. 
Albert 8. Eve, McGill University physi- 
cist, declared In a radio address Friday 
night that today it appeared that the 
earth's age might well be three billion 
years, rather j,han tho comparatively 
modest ten million set by Lord Kelvin. 
Radioactive ores, which expel helium, 
at a known rate, supply the most up- 
to-date clue, he declared, and the de- 
termination of the earth's age is mere- 
ly a matter of finding the right ores 
and using simple armithmetic. 

Dr. ■ Eve, director of the physics 
department of McGill, spoks over the 
General Electric station, WGV, as the 
first in a scries of prominent scient- 
ists who willitalk on "Explorations in 
Science." Assuming that the age of 
tho earth is dated from the time 
when' it became detached from tho. 
sun by a sudden close visitation of 
another star, the speaker showed how 
Lord Kelvin, utilizing Newton's in- 
vestigation of .the rate of cooling, 
formed an ago estimate of both the 
sun and the .earth, placing the time- 
span of the latter at no more than a 
hundred million and most probably ten 
or twenty million years.
